Since  taking  up  my  duties  here  in  August  1965  I have  the 
iriipression  of  a pleasant  rural  area  which  provides  healthy 
living  for  its  inhabitant s » 

There  are  no  chronic  reservoirs  or  carriers  of  infection 
and  our  BoC.G.  tests  show  that  this  is  particularly  true  in 
tuberculosis  infection. 

The  public  health  problems  here  are  those  of  transport  so 
that  important  clinical  and  dia^gnostic  services  are  more 
convenient.  By  the  nature  of  the  case  it  is  difficult  to  see 
an  answer  to  this^  in  spite  of  the  great  expansion  of  personal 
mechanised  transport  in  recent  years. 

Problem  families  still  cause  concern^  but  more  rapid 
co-ordination  of  all  relieving  services  is  in  m;^'’  opinion 
reducing  the  amount  of  social  dislocation  caused  by  them. 

The  problem  of  refuse  disposal  still  grows  apace  with  the 
building  of  centrally  heated  houses  with  no  open  fires  or 
incinerator s 9 the  need  for  larger  vehicles  and  more  freciuent 
collection  is  yet  greater.  It  will  become  even  more  serious 
v/hen  collections  are  on  a weekly  basis  because  householders 
will  then  cease  to  try  to  burn  any  rubbish  at  all 9 relying  on 
the  Council's  improved  collectionj  and  the  bulk  will  be  as 
great  as  ever.  When  one  realises  that  a modern  house  with  no 
open  fires  discharges  eight  times  the  bulk  of  rubbish 
discharged  by  a house  with  open  fires 9 the  problem  becomes 
a 1 arming. 


The  art  of  packaging  is  only  now  being  developed  into 
avenues  familiar  in  the  United  States  of  Amxerica  where  more 
and  more  disposable  wrappings  and  trappings  are  used  to  sell 
even  more  goods.  As  such  packsiging  expands  to  further  ranges 
of  merchandise  the  strain  on  our  collections  will  be  even 
g:reatcr. 


Since  new  housing  estates  house  families  familiar  ?mth  an 
urban  pattern  of  live  9 and  demanding  urban  services 9 the 
demand  for  these  services  will  be  given  yet  another  push. 

The  development  of  Ting’s  Lynn  and  ^’’Usbech  will  augment 
all  these  tendencies 9 because  the  surrounding  areas  will 
become  dormitory  suburbs  of  urban  typo. 


The  demand  for  the  emptying  of  septic;  tanlcs  will  also 
increase  until  all  houses  are  on  main  sewerage.  The 
installation  of  modern  bathrooms  and  more  sophisticated 
kitchens  and  household  appliances  increases  the  domestic 
consumption  of  water  and  of  course ^ the  amount  of  sewage. 

All  of  these  tendencies  are  bound  to  force  new 
developments  in  organisation  and  administration  of  our  area 
and  demand  increased  rates. 

I would  like  to  record  my  appreciation  for  the  assistance 
and  support  I have  had  during  the  year  from  the  Clerk ^ Public 
Health  Inspector  and  members  of  the  Local  Health  Office  staff.
